GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala 
(AP) — Helicopter relief teams took 
supplies to towas and villages isolated 
by the Guatemalan earthquake and re­ 
turned with reports that raised the 
official toll today to more than 15,000 
dead, an estimated 40,000 injured and 
200,000 homeless. 
The death toll jumped repeatedly as 
the national emergency relief com­ 
mittee got more information from 
outly ing areas cut off until the first 
relief helicopters reached them late 
Sunday . 
Engineers worked to open more 
roads blocked by landslides and to 
repair broken bridges. Relief officials 
put survivors to work, promising them 
ex tra food according to the hours they 
worked clearing roads or bury ing the 
dead. 
Spot checks by reporters in several 
sections hit by the devastating quake 
last Wednesday and more than 525 
aftershocks showed aid was getting 
through. 
In some places it was only a trickle. 
But that was welcome for people who 
had had nothing but bits of stale bread 
and brackish water for five davs. 


At Pitzicia, survivors lined 
up 
alongside a pickup truck to get 
tamales cooked for them by persons 
living in a neighboring village. 
“ We need serum and sy ringes to 
control a serious ty phoid outbreak,” 
said Hector Napoleon Alfaro, director 
of the national community develop­ 
ment program. “ We need salt, sugar 
and lime for making com meal.” 


Gen. Fernando Romeo Lucas, the 
national defense minister, threatened 
to withhold food from the little town of 
San Martin J ilotepeque because survi­ 
vors refused to continue bury ing the 
dead unless they were paid. 
Lucas said 2,904 of the town’s 3,760 
people were killed when the earth­ 
quake dropped a large area about 20 
feet.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - While 
American factory workers continue to 
enjoy better food purchasing-power 
than their counterparts in 13 foreign 
countries, the gap closed a bit last 
y ear, according to figures published 
today by the Agriculture Department. 
The figures showed that U.S. in­ 
dustrial workers on the average spent 
two hours and 16 minutes on the job to 
earn enough to buy a nine-item list of 
groceries, up 47.8 per cent compared 
with one hour and 32 minutes in 1974. 
Samplings made in 13 foreign 
countries showed that factory workers 
there averaged four hours and 34 
minutes to buy the same amount of 
food. That was down 5.5 per cent from 
four hours and 50 minutes, on a 13- 
country average, from 1974. 
These averages mean the foreign 
workers had to put in more than twice 
W eather

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Far- 
reaching bills affecting the property 
tax structure and utility rate-making 
are set for votes this week as Ohio 
legislators begin play ing for high 
stakes early in the 1976 session. 
Months of hearings on the two 
measures have confirmed that if death 
and tax es are the only two things in life 
that are certain, gas, electric and tele­ 
phone bills top the list of alsorans. 
Tax relief legislation, which would 
provide homeowners with credits 
when inflation forces the value of their 
property upward, is scheduled for a 
Tuesday vote on the House floor. 


Across the Statehouse, majority 
Democrats in the Senate plan a 
“ lengthy caucus” the same day to 
study a bill that would repeal the 
Reconstruction Cost New (RCN) rate 
base, a formula enacted in 1912 for 
determining utility rates. The present 
version of the bill has strong support 
among consumer groups, and if all 
goes well in the closed door meeting 
Tuesday it will go before the full 
Senate the nex t day . 
State Senators return from weekend 
recess Monday night for a vote on a bill 


that would restrict the release of in­ 
formation about public school pupils. 
After the session, the Finance 
Committee will take up a politically 
charged bill that would transfer the 
consumer protection division from the 
commerce department to the office of 
the attorney general. 
The

The 
service’s parcel rates are 20 per cent 
higher than those of United Parcel 
Service, its chief competitor.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - An apparent 
poor finish in the Oklahoma precinct 
caucuses may cause Sen. Loyd 
Bentson to drop his bid for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. 
Meanwhile, President Ford did his 
first official cam paigning in the 
nation’s first primary, spending the 
weekend in New Hampshire. 
Bentsen, a Democrat from Texas, is 
“taking a close look" at future cam­ 
paign strategy, he said in a statement 
Sunday after prelim inary returns 
placed him fourth of five candidates in 
the Oklahoma caucuses. A campaign 
spokesman said Bentsen has canceled 
appearances in St. Louis today 
because of minor illnesses in his 
family and a rigorous schedule during 
the past week in New York and 
Oklahoma. 
With nearly 70 per cent of the 
precincts reporting, 35.64 per cent of 
the delegates chosen in this first step 
toward selecting Democratic National 
Convention representatives were 
uncommitted. 
Fred Harris, former Democratic 
senator from Oklahoma, had collected 
19.89 per cent of the committed 
delegates and former Georgia Gov. 
Jimmy Carter had 19.87 per cent. 
Bentsen’s delegates polled 11.97 per 
cent of the vote and Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace's 11.88 per cent. The 
final count from Saturday’s voting 
may not be known until Tuesday. 
“ In light 
of the 
outcom e in 
Oklahoma, I'm taking a close look at 
my plans, talking to supporters in 
Texas and across the country,” 
Bentsen said “ I’ll have a statem ent 
after I can evaluate the situation.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - F ar­ 
reaching bills affecting the property 
tax structure and utility rate-making 
are set for votes this week as Ohio 
legislators begin playing for high 
stakes early in the 1976 session.

The present 
version of the bill has strong support 
among consumer groups, and if all 
goes well in the closed door meeting 
Tuesday it will go before the full 
Senate the next day.

that would restrict the release of in­ 
formation about public school pupils 
After the session, the Finance 
Committee will take up a politically 
charged bill that would transfer the 
consumer protection division from the 
commerce department to the office of 
the attorney general.

.Service next month puts a new system

WEST PAIM BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
A sociologist here is teaching earth­ 
lings how to handle meetings with 
life from outer space. He says the first 
thing to remember is not to panic 
That’s because "they” might be able 
to teach us a few things if we stick 
around long enough to let them, says 
Dr. Richard E. Yinger of Palm Beach 
Junior College. 
Yinger is conducting a lecture series 
in

new 
field 
of 
knowledge, 
exosociology — the study of the social 
forms af extraterrestial life. 
“ They would have to be very highly 
developed, 
technologically 
and 
sociologically,” Yinger tells his 
students in the noncredit course. 
“ They would have to be in order to 
survive 
the 
trem endous energy 
systems they would need to move 
about in space. 
“They would have to have learned 
how to live peacefully, would have 
moved beyond warfare and violence. 
"On the basis of that, we should try 
to approach them as intelligently as 
possible and hope that we would be 
able to get help from them in solving 
our problems." 
Yinger, 35, earned his Ph.D in 
sociology at Florida State University 
in 1971, He taught at the State 
University of New York and began * 
developing his new discipline when he 
came here two years ago. 
“ The 
Am erican 
Sociological 
Association recognized it in August 
1975 as a new field of study,” he says. 
“So far. I’m the only one actually 
teaching it, first in the fall and again 
this winter. They don't pay me for 
teaching it because the college has

KENT, Ohio (AP) — Frightened and 
lonely, broke and rejected, the un­ 
married pregnant woman faces 
agonizing decisions. 
Birthright says it cares and offers 
alternatives to abortion including a 
private home, medical care, legal 
advice, interest-free loans, maternity 
clothes and layettes. 
Birthright, founded by Mrs. Louise 
Summerhill in Toronto, Ont., in 
October 1968, has chapters across the 
United States including Kent and 18 
other Ohio cities 
It is 
a 
volunteer 
emergency 
pregnancy service, supported by 
donations of money, goods and ser­ 
vices from the community. The Kent 
chapter was begun three years ago and 
has handled 900 clients. 
Some women simply use its services 
for free pregnancy tests, saving $15 for 
a doctor’s test. Some doctors volunteer 
their services and advice. 


Mrs. Rita Perry, 44, mother of five 
and one of 50 Kent volunteers, says the 
organization is not political or 
religious but "pro-life.” 
"I don’t believe abortion is right,” 
she says. "I can’t make any moral 
judgment, but lives can be saved by 
helping these girls, by offering 
alternatives to abortion. We are not 
necessarily religious. The founder is 
not Catholic. Many members are not 
Catholic. The vice president is Jewish. 
It is not a religious organization but 
there are many religious people in it.” 
Mrs. Perry says that many girls with 
unwanted pregnancies are pressured 
into abortion by their friends, family 
or doctor without being aware of the 
consequences and alternatives and 
without having educational guidance. 
Mrs. Cathy Shardy, 28, president of 
the Kent Birthright, says one friend of 
hers ended up in a mental institution 
after having an abortion. There are

As the first step, the 66-year-old child 
executive said he was giving the 
required two weeks notice of a meeting 
of the Apportionment Board, a five- 
member group that draws districts for 
the House and Senate, usually every IO 
years. 


Republicans regained control of the 
board 
when 
Rhodes 
replaced 
Democrat John J. Gilligan in the 
governor's office. He hadn't moved 
until now to reap mileage from it. 
Under Gilligan in 1971, Democrats 
shaped the districts that helped them 
take the legislature from the GOP. 


Rhodes, 
who 
claims 
present 
Democrat-drawn districts are illegal 
under Ohio's constitution, faces a 
tedious journey because a federal 
judge in 1973 told all parties involved in 
an earlier reapportionment fight to 
leave the districts alone. 


Rhodes said he will get three 
Republicans on the board, comprising 
a majority, to ask the same judge to 
vacate or modify his injunction. 
Democrats say they aren't so sure 
Rhodes can convene the board at any 
time other than immediately after the 
federal census each IO years Rhodes 
says he can. 


Senate Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, and House 
Speaker Vernal G Kiffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, brushed aside the governor's 
announced plan as being political in a 
legislative election year. "Appor­ 
tionment has been done, until 1961,”

Democrat legal spokesmen confirmed 
that the leaders are worried. 
At first glance, Rhodes would appear 
to be in conflict with the federal in­

Basque independence 
organization, were suspected of 
murdering Mayor Victor Legorburu of 
Galdacana, 25 miles west of Bilbao 
Four youths jumped out of a car and 
shot Legorburu as he was leaving his 
home for his office, police said. The 
assassins wounded the mayor's body­ 
guard. 
l*egorburu was the second Basque 
mayor slain since ETA announced 
three months ago that it would kill all 
mayors in the region in northwest 
Spain who did not renounce their posts 
The mayor of Oyarzun was murdered 
in November, and ETA said it was 
responsible. 
The organization — ETA is the 
acronym for Basque I .and and liberty 
in the Basque language — also claimed 
it burned Mayor I*egorburu’s printing 
business in 1974. 
Barcelona police fired rubber bullets 
and smoke grenades, swung trun­ 
cheons and pounded on honking 
automobiles but failed to quell the 
violent demonstration in Barcelona. 
The Catalans demanding home rule 
and political liberty stoned the police 
and littered the streets of their capital 
with park benches and broken glass. 
It was the biggest antigovernment 
demonstration since the death af 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco last 
November.

NEW YORK (AP) — One ingredient 
of the fuel that boosted the stock 
market like a rocket since the first of 
the year, as expected, is now running 
low: The decline in interest rates has 
almost come to a halt for the time 
being. 
Almost simultaneously, the popular 
stock market indicators began falling. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, 
which on Feb. 4 reached a 27-month 
high of 9 76 .6 2 points, declined almost 
22 points in the next two days. 
The question now facing investors is 
this: Are economic prospects suf­ 
ficiently promising to support a con­ 
tinuation of the rally? Many wise men 
of Wall Street expect the market to 
dwell on that question this week. 
For many weeks the decline in in­ 
terest rates had made stocks more 
attractive than they had been, relative 
to fixed income debt securities. How 
could the stock market compete with 
10 per cent returns in credit markets? 
As rates declined sharply, in­ 
stitutional money that had been at­ 
tracted to the bond markets was en­ 
couraged to reconsider stocks. Now 
that short-term rates have stabilized, 
that incentive, while present, isn’t as 
compelling. 
Few informed stock market ob­ 
servers expected that the interest rate 
decline could provide the thrust for an 
extended period, but they were in­ 
clined to feel the economic recovery in 
general would provide a second boost. 
That theory now is facing the test. 
There is little question that con­ 
siderable evidence of economic 
recovery will continue to be made 
available to the stock market over the 
next few months. But now the recovery 
news must be analyzed more closely. 
Is the recovery that strong? Are we 
so enthralled with the good news that 
we have overlooked the weaknesses? 
Will the recovery be steady or might 
we not have setbacks? 
Nobody really has answers to these 
questions, of course, but the stock 
market cannot accept that dodge. It 
lives in the future; it must make its 
decision now even if it doesn’t have the

evidence. 
Its commitment to the future must 
be firm too, if the market is to continue 
rising. Indecision, you have heard it 
said many times, is bearish. If the 
market is to rise, an affirmative, posi­ 
tive decision must be made. 
Analysts will find it easy to work 
with some of the more obvious 
economic 
indicators. 
Inflation, 
unemployment and other measures of 
weakness are declining. Income, 
profits and other measures of strength 
are growing numerous. 
But, while they have their eyes glued 
to the improving indicators, few 
analysts dare to ignore the position of 
the economy. Our output of goods and 
services still hasn’t reached its level of 
three years ago. 
What the market must do, and 
probably this week, is strip all the 
emotion from the statistical evidence 
and attempt to measure where the 
economy is right now and where it 
might be expected to be six months 
from now. 
This week could be as interesting as 
any so far this year.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is the sugar in candies and cookies 
the greatest danger to a child’s teeth? 
Mrs. F.L., 111. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
Dentists and dental scientists are 
now talking about two types of food in 
terms of good dental health. Candies 
and cookies are being called “ im­ 
pacting foods." These seem to require 
little or no chewing and accumulate in 
the spaces between teeth. They also 
tend to cling to the teeth. 
“ Detergent food” is the term used to 
describe fibrous foods that require 
active chewing. It is believed that 
these foods and the process of active 
chewing clean the teeth and stimulate 
the soft tissues around them. 
Detergent foods would include fresh 
fruits and raw vegetables, the fibers of 
which need more diligent chewing. 
Dental surgeons suggest that 
parents be more aware of the “hid­ 
den" sugars that are in abundance in 
foods such as certain cereals and 
canned fruits. 


There is no universal rule that ap­ 
plies to everyone. Some people can 
have a full dinner, go to bed im­ 
mediately, and sleep the night through 
without any distress. Others are 
bothered by a large intake of food 
before sleep. 
There are those who cannot manage 
to sleep comfortably after even a slight 
snack. 
Generally, it is not considered a wise 
procedure to eat a heavy meal before 
sleeping. 


Does a heavy meal before bedtime 
interfere with a good night’s sleep? My 
husband works from 2 to 10 p.m. He 
has his dinner and goes to bed shortly 
afterwards.

Get O n Good Side 
By Right Approach 
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STORRS, Conn. (AP) - “ Getting on 
someone’s good side” is more than a 
figure of speech, says a psychologist 
who sees dear patterns in the way men 
and women prefer to be approached. 
If you want to get on a stranger’s 
“ good side,” said Dr. Jeffrey D. 
Fisher, it will mean approaching a 
woman from the front and a man from 
the side. 
Fisher, an assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of Con­ 
necticut, said in studies on nonverbal 
communication he found a pattern of 
negative response from people when 
they are approached from their “ bad 
sides." 
Where a person likes to have his 
“ personal space invaded" from is 
rooted in sex-linked attitudes on 
competition and sociability, says 
Fisher, an assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of Con­ 
necticut. 
“ This kind of research would in­ 
dicate that some degree of misin­ 
terpretation takes place because of 
differences in sex,” Fisher said. 
In a recent article in the Journal of 
Personality and Social Psychology, 
Fisher and Prof. Donn Byrne wrote: 
“ A female who wants to befriend an 
unknown male may be surprised to 
find that a nonthreatening (to her) 
eyeball-to-eyeball approach causes 
consternation and alarm. 
“ In the same way, a male who at­ 
tempts to ingratiate himself with an 
unknown female by sitting down 
beside her in a nonthreatening (to 
him ) position may be surprised that he 
elicits a Miss Muffet’ reaction.” 
Even among groups of largely the 
same sex, individual sensitivities can 
be rubbed the wrong way by ignoring 
preferences for how people like to 
preserve their personal space, said 
Fisher. 
“ Think of the Paris peace talks on 
Vietnam," he said, recalling the 
serious debate over the shape of the 
negotiation table — rectangular, 
oblong or doughnut. The participants 
finally agreed a doughnut-shaped table 
would create the least tension. 
Whether they knew it or not, the 
doughnut decision by the diplomats 
tends to support the research Fisher 
and Byrne did when they were at 
Purdue University. The results were 
contained in the recent article. 
In two different studies among 125 
students in the campus library, the 
researchers found females felt more 
comfortable if they were approached 
face-to-face by strangers. Males 
preferred strangers to approach them 
from the side, the researchers said. 


But when interacting with friends, 
women liked them to come from the 
side and men preferred a frontal ap­ 
proach. 
The study was done by interviewers 
who approached subjects from dif­ 
ferent directions and recorded their 
answers to subjective questions.

Tourist business is small. It peaks on 
Friday night when the range hands 
come in to gamble and wench. It dies 
Sunday afternoon in a roar of pickup 
trucks. 
The local hotel is Ormsby House It 
is 10-stories high and has a lobby 
choked with slot machines, blackjack 
tables, craps and roulette The 25,000 
citizens are encouraged not to gamble. 
Visitors breakfast on ham, eggs and 
fries while playing Keno at a buck a 
rattle. The men and women who 
shuffle and deal, spin a wheel or rake 
dice seldom smile.

A 
dreamer named Will Prouse paused on 
his way to California to pan gold. He 
found a few nuggets, but hurried on to 
the Mother lode 
I‘rouse missed the big strike. There 
was gold in the mountains around 
Virginia City, but there was more 
silver The silver people dug up $700 
million in coinage metal and Germany 
went off the silver standard. 
Saloons and boarding houses were

NKW YORK (AP) - One ingredient 
of the fuel that boosted the stock 
market like a rocket since the first of 
the year, as expected, is now running 
low: The decline in interest rates has 
almost come to a halt for the time 
being. 
Almost simultaneously, the popular 
stock market indicators began falling. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, 
which on Feb. 4 reached a 27-month 
high of 976.62 points, declined almost 
22 points in the next two days 
The question now facing investors is 
this-. Are economic prospects suf­ 
ficiently promising to support a con­ 
tinuation of the rally7 Many wise men 
of Wall Street expect the market to 
dwell on that question this week 
For many weeks the decline in in­ 
terest rates had made storks more 
attractive than they had been, relative 
to fixed income debt securities. How 
could the stock market compete with 
IO per cent returns in credit markets? 
As rates declined sharply, in­ 
stitutional money that had been at­ 
tracted to the bond markets was en­ 
couraged to reconsider stocks. Now 
that short-term rates have stabilized, 
that incentive, while present, ain’t as 
compelling 
Few informed stock market ob­ 
servers expected that the interest rate 
decline could provide the thrust for an 
extended period, but they were in­ 
clined to feel the economic recovery in 
general would provide a second boost. 
That theory now is facing the test 
There is little question that con­ 
siderable evidence of economic 
recovery will continue to be made 
available to the stock market over the 
next few months But now the recovery 
news must be analyzed more closely. 
Is the recovery that strong? Are we 
so enthralled with the good news that 
we have overlooked the weaknesses7 
Will the recovery be steady or nught 
we not have setbacks7 
Nobody really has answers to these 
questions, of course, but the stock 
market cannot accept that dodge. It 
lives in the future; it must make its 
decision now even if it doesn’t have the

evidence. 
Its commitment to the future must 
be firm too, if the market is to continue 
rising. Indecision, you have heard it 
said many times, is bearish. If the 
market is to rise, an affirmative, posi­ 
tive decision must be made. 
Analysts will find it easy to work 
with some of the more obvious 
economic 
indicators. 
Inflation, 
unemployment and other measures of 
weakness are declining. Income, 
profits and other measures of strength 
are growing numerous. 
But, while they have their eyes glued 
to the improving indicators, few 
analysts dare to ignore the position of 
the economy. Our output of goods and 
services still hasn’t reached its level of 
three years ago. 
What the market must do, and 
probably this week, is strip all the 
emotion from the statistical evidence 
and attempt to measure where the 
economy is right now and where it 
might be expected to be six months 
from now 
This week could be as interesting as 
any so far this year,

Dentists and dental scientists are 
now talking about two types of food in 
terms of good dental health Candies 
and cookies are being called "Im­ 
pacting foods." These seem to require 
little or no chewing and accumulate in 
the spaces between teeth. They also 
tend to cling to the teeth. 
"Detergent food" is the term used to 
describe fibrous foods that require 
active chewing. It is believed that 
these foods and the process of active 
chewing clean the teeth and stimulate 
the soft tissues around them. 
Detergent foods would include fresh 
fruits and raw vegetables, the fibers of 
which need more diligent chewing 
Dental surgeons suggest that 
parents be more aware of the "hid­ 
den" sugars that are in abundance in 
foods such as certain cereals and 
canned fruits. 
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Does a heavy meal before bedtime 
interfere with a good night’s sleep?

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STORRS. Conn (API — "Getting on 
someone's good side" is more than a 
figure of speech, says a psychologist 
who sees clear patterns in the way men 
and women prefer to be approached 
If you want to get cm a stranger s 
"good side," said Dr. Jeffrey D. 
Fisher, it will mean approaching a 
woman from the front and a man from 
the side. 
Fisher, an assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of Con­ 
necticut, said in studies on nonverbal 
communication he found a pattern of 
negative response from people when 
they are approached from their "bad 
sides." 
Where a person Ukes to have his 
' personal space invaded" from is 
rooted in 9ex-linked attitudes on 
competition and sociability, says 
Fisher, an assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of Con­ 
necticut. 
"This kind of research would in­ 
dicate that some degree of misin­ 
terpretation takes place because of 
differences in sex," Fisher said 
In a recent article in the Journal of 
Personably and Social Psychology, 
Fisher and Prof. Doon Byrne wrote 
"A female who wants to befriend an 
unknown male may be surprised to 
find that a nonthreatening ito her) 
eyeball-to-eyeball approach causes 
consternation and alarm 
"In the same way, a male who at­ 
tempts to ingratiate himself with an 
unknown female by sitting down 
beside her in a nonthreatening (to 
him) position may be surprised that he 
elicits a Miss Mullet’ reaction ’’ 
Even among groups of largely the 
same sex, individual sensitivities can 
be rubbed the wrong way by ignoring 
preferences for how people Uke to 
preserve their personal space, said 
Fisher. 
"Think of the Paris peace talks on 
Vietnam," he said, recalling the 
serious debate over the shape of the 
negotiation table — rectangular, 
oblong or doughnut. The participants 
finally agreed a doughnut-shaped table 
would create the least tension 
Whether they knew it or not, the 
doughnut decision by the diplomats 
tends to support the research Fisher 
and Byrne did when they were at 
1‘urdue University. The results were 
contained in the recent article 
In two different studies among 125 
students in the campus Ubrary, the 
researchers found females felt more 
comfortable if they were approached 
face-to-face by strangers. Males 
preferred strangers to approach them 
from the side, the researcliers said. 


But when interacting with friends, 
women liked them to come from the 
side and men preferred a frontal ap­ 
proach. 
The study was done by interviewers 
who approached subjects from dif­ 
ferent directions and recorded their 
answers to subjective questions

I O hio Senate Report I

Governor Rhodes ordered the state 
Apportionment Board to convene this 
week to explore the chances of 
drawing new state legislative districts 
that better conform to Ohio’s Con­ 
stitution, 
The Apportionment Board is made 
up of the Governor, State Auditor, 
Secretary of State, and one Republican 
and Democrat legislator from the Ohio 
General Assembly. 
Reapportionment is normally done 
every 10 years to keep districts within 
tolerable variance from the “ one man, 
one vote” 
rule 
for 
legislative 
representation. Different rates of 
population growth in the districts 
necessitate 
re-drawing 
district 
boundaries to ensure that all State 
Representatives 
and 
Senators 
represent about the same number of 
people as their counterparts. Ohio’s 
last reapportionment was in 1970 and 
took effect in the 1972 elections. 
However, that plan was adopted by a 
3-2 vote of the Apportionment Board 
after a previous plan was ruled un­ 
constitutional. The second plan was 
also challenged, but a Federal Judge 
in Cleveland enjoined all Ohioans from 
further court challenges against it. 
Convening the Apportionment Board is 
the first step to testing the con­ 
stitutionality of the present ap­ 
portionment scheme. 
OU-C Sets 
Kennedy 
Lecturer 


Ohio University-Chillicothe Campus 
will present Rusty Rhodes as its an­ 
nual Kennedy Lecturer on Feb. 17, at 8 
p.m. in the Bennett Hall auditorium. 
Rhodes, founder and director of the 
Committee to Investigate Public 
Assassinations, will examine in depth 
those far reaching and unanswered 
questions surrounding President John 
Kennedy’s death. 
He has spent the past dozen years 
conducting his own independent in­ 
vestigation and coordinating the 
findings of other investigators. 
In the three-year period which 
followed the murders of President 
Kennedy and Lee Harvey Oswald, 
eighteen material witnesses died—six 
by gunfire, three in motor accidents, 
two by suicide, one from a cut throat, 
one from a Karate chop to the neck, 
three from heart attacks, and two from 
natural causes. 
His presentation is open to the 
public, and no admission fee will be 
charged. 


Upr Up And A w a y 


LOCK HAVEN, Pa. (A P) - Almost 
a million and one half Americans will 
learn to fly in the next 10 years, 
predicts Piper Aircraft Corp. Private 
pilot licensing has more than doubled 
in the last 10 years and, despite a 
slump in student-flying enrollment last 
year due to the energy crisis, the 
figure has increased to more than 
325,000. 


Several objections have been lodged 
against the present plan. Some dis­ 
tricts are not composed of “ compact 
and contiguous territory,” as specified 
in the Constitution, with some even 
including “ islands’’ wholly surrounded 
by another district. Certain districts 
are stated to be comprised in part of 
precincts, although they are not units 
of government, or units for which 
census data is available. 
Contrary to the Constitution, some 
counties with a population over the 
base ratio «about 108,000) are split 
between more than two adjoining 
House of Representatives districts. 
If the Ohio electorate is to have a 
legally correct apportionment at any 
time this decennium, the 
Appor­ 
tionment Board must first obtain relief 
from the federal injunction and test the 
present plan on its constitutional 
merits. 
In other action, the Democrat- 
dominated State Controlling Board has 
again refused the release of funds to 
meet state obligations. Ohio owes 
private construction firms over $10 
million for 
work 
done 
on state 
university facilities. These firms 
contracted-with the state in good faith, 
and some bills have not been paid for 
60 days. 
The Controlling Board also again 
postponed consideration of financing 
problems with the State Office Tower 
in Columbus. The Ohio Building 
Authority which runs the SOT is $12 
million behind in rent. These funding 
problems raise serious questions about 
the state’s credit rating, and should be 
resolved as quickly as possible. 
The House and Senate finally agreed 
on a measure (SJR 4) requiring 
Governor and Lt. Governor candidates 
nominated by the same party or 
petition to run as a team. 
The resolution would also give to the 
Lt. Governor such duties in the 
executive branch as are assigned by 
the Governor, in addition to statutory 
duties. Presently the Lt. Governor 
presides over the Senate and acts as 
Chief Executive when the Governor is 
unable to do so. S JR 4 will be on the 
June ballot, and will go into effect in 
1978 if adopted by a majority of the 
voters. 
Meanwhile H JR 89 has been in­ 
troduced in the House to abolish the 
constitutional office of Lt. Governor. 
Sponsors of the resolution feel the Lt. 
Governorship 
is 
prim arily 
a 
ceremonial post, with duties that could 
as effectively be done by other present 
state officials. It will be interesting to 
watch the progress of H JR 89 in light of 
passage of S JR 4, which indirectly 
gives the Lt. Governor more powers. 
Senate Democrats confirmed 28 of 
Governor Rhodes’ appointees, but 
again refused to act on confirmation of 
cabinet members. It has now been 
more than a year since the Governor 
chose his 23 cabinet-level officers and 
10 have still not been voted on. The 
only conceivable reason for impeding 
normal confirmation hearings Is to 
hold 
confirmation 
against 
the 
Governor as some sort of political 
threat. It’s past time these officials 
were either confirmed or rejected on 
their merit. 


Black Jack 
Put To Sleep 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Few who 
watched 
the 
mournful 
funeral 
procession of John F. Kennedy can 
erase the image of a gleaming dark 
horse with a white spot on the 
forehead, walking riderless behind the 
caisson. 
The horse, Black Jack, is dead. 
He was put to sleep Friday by Army 
veterinarians because the years had 
taken their toll. He had kidney failure 
and other complications of age. 
Black Jack was 29. In human terms 
he was more than 100. 


During his 20 years as a caparisoned 
horse — the riderless horse that is the 
symbol of the fallen warrior — Black 
Jack had graced hundreds of funerals 
He was used for the funerals of 
Presidents Hoover and Johnson, and 
for that of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
But he also performed his solemn duty 
for the less famous, men of all ranks 
who gave their lives for their country. 
Since 1973 the horse had been in 
semi-retirement at Ft. Myer, Va., 
where he was 
stabled, close 
to 
Arlington 
National 
Cemetery. 
Thousands of school children visited 
him. 


He was the last of the quar­ 
termaster-issued horses and the last to 
bear the famous U.S. brand. 
Never was he more in the spotlight 
than on Nov. 24,1963. when the body of 
the slain Kennedy was borne from the 
White House to the Capitol to lie in 
state. 
Six gray horses in three pairs drew 
the caisson. A seventh horse led them. 


And to one side and just behind was 
Black Jack. His saddle was empty and 
the stirrups bore reversed cavalry 
boots, symbolic of the absent rider. A 
saber in a silver scabbard swung from 
the saddle. 
Now, the horse whose presence 
added so much dignity to so many 
funerals will himself be buried on the 
ceremonial parade field at Ft. Myer. 
There will be no ceremony. There 
will be only a commemorative plaque 
and memories.

ANKARA, Turkey ( AP) — A noisy 
anti-American minority has given way 
in Turkey to a quiet but deeply felt 
resentment of the United States. It Is 
seldom ex pressed in a dramatic 
fashion. 
"It is as if the majority of the Turks 
have given up on the Americans and 
consider it futile to protest aganst 
them,” said one Turkish intellectual. 
The resentment is rooted in the 
Cyprus issue, starting in 1964 when 
many Turks apparently felt betrayed 
by the United States because it did not 
take Turkey’s side in its dispute with 
neighboring 
Greece 
over 
the 
Mediterranean island shared by 
Greeks and Turks. This coincided with 
the growth of a leftist movement here 
and a relaxation of tensions between 
Turkey and the Soviet Union. 
At the same time, anti-Americanism 
in Greece is beginning to worry both 
U.S. and Greek officials. The growing 
Greek dislike of Americans also is 
rooted in the Cyprus issue. It began 
after the Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 
the summer of 1974, with Greeks 
saying the United States should have 
blocked the invasion. 
The anti-Americanism in Greece is 
mostly expressed in the press. 
In Turkey, a lack of trust in 
Americans and a decreasing friend­ 
ship is manifested in more subtle 
ways: 
—President Fahri Koruturk and the 
chief of the Turkish general staff, Gen. 
Semih Sancer, were openly critical in 
recent speeches of the loyalty of the 
United States as an ally. The United 
States is linked with Turkey — and 
Greece — through the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
—American diplomatic receptions in 
Ankara rarely draw a high-level 
Turkish representative. 
—American aid offers for victims of 
an earthquake in eastern Turkey last 
fall were politely rejected. 
—Scores of Turkish veterans of the 
Korean war have returned American 
combat medals after Congress im­ 
posed an arms embargo a year ago be­ 
cause of the 1974 Turkish invasion of 


Cyprus. 
—A prestigious restaurant in Ankara 
changed its name from “ Washington" 
to “ Kristal,” which means crystal. 
In the 1960s a large segment of the 
press, the influential teachers union, 
many professors, authors and artists 
were actively involved in an anti- 
American campaign, representing a 
tiny but powerful minority of opinion 
makers 
Even though a pro-Western and 
conservative government was in 
power, as it is now, it was believed in 
the 60s that with this much intellectual 
pressure and exposure the average 
Turk would at least begin to doubt the 
friendship of the United States. 


But according to many Turks, it was 
the United States itself which ac­ 
celerated the process by imposing an 
arms embargo against Turkey last 
February because of its invasion of 
Cyprus. 
“ An enemy of the United States 
could not have done nearly as well to 
ruin the relationship,” a diplomat- 
tumed-politician recently said.

Black Jack 
Put To Sleep 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Few who 
watched 
the 
mournful 
funeral 
procession of John F. Kennedy can 
erase the image of a gleaming dark 
horse with a white spot on the 
forehead, walking riderless behind the 
caisson. 
The horse. Black Jack, is dead. 
He was put to sleep Friday by Army 
veterinarians because the years had 
taken their toll. He had kidney failure 
and other complications of age. 
Black Jack was 29. In human terms 
he was more than IOO. 


During his 20 years as a caparisoned 
horse — the riderless horse that is the 
symbol of the fallen warrior — Black 
Jack had graced hundreds of funerals 
He was used for the funerals of 
Presidents Hoover and Johnson, and 
for that of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
But he also performed his solemn duty 
for the less famous, men of all ranks 
who gave their lives for their country'. 
Since 1973 the horse had been in 
semi-retirement at Ft. Myer, Va., 
where 
he was stabled, 
close 
to 
Arlington

Cemetery. 
Thousands of school children visited 
him. 


He was the last 
of the quar­ 
termaster-issued horses and the last to 
bear the famous U.S. brand 
Never was he more in the spotlight 
than on Nov. 24,1963. when the body of 
the slain Kennedy was borne from the 
White House to the Capitol to lie in 
state.

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Turks Resent U.S. Actions 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — A noisy 
anti-American minority has given way 
in Turkey to a quiet but deeply felt 
resentment of the United States. It is 
seldom expressed 
in a 
dramatic 
fashion 
“It is as if the majority of the Turks 
have given up on the Americans and 
consider it futile to protest aganst 
them,” said one Turkish intellectual. 
The resentment is rooted in the 
Cyprus issue, starting in 1964 when 
many Turks apparently felt betrayed 
by the United States because it did not 
take Turkey’s side in its dispute with 
neighboring 
Greece 
over 
the 
Mediterranean island shared by 
Greeks and Turks. This coincided with 
the growth of a leftist movement here 
and a relaxation of tensions between 
Turkey and the Soviet Union. 
At the same time, anti-Americanism 
in Greece is beginning to worry both 
U.S. and Greek officials. The growing 
Greek dislike of Americans also is 
rooted in the Cyprus issue. It began 
after the Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 
the summer of 1974, with Greeks 
saying the United States should have 
blocked the invasion. 
The anti-Americanism in Greece is 
mostly expressed in the press. 
In Turkey, a lack of trust in 
Americans and a decreasing friend­ 
ship is manifested in more subtle 
ways:

Turkish representative. 
—American aid offers for victims of 
an earthquake in eastern Turkey last 
fall were politely rejected. 
—Scores of Turkish veterans of the 
Korean war have returned American 
combat medals after Congress im­ 
posed an arms embargo a year ago be­ 
cause of the 1974 Turkish invasion of 


Cyprus. 
—A prestigious restaurant in Ankara 
changed its name from “Washington” 
to “Kristal,” which means crystal. 
In the 1960s a large segment of the 
press, the influential teachers union, 
many professors, authors and artists 
were actively involved in an anti- 
American campaign, representing a 
tiny but powerful minority of opinion 
makers. 
Even though a pro-Western and 
conservative government was in 
power, as it is now, it was believed in 
the 60s that with this much intellectual 
pressure and exposure the average 
Turk would at least begin to doubt the 
friendship of the United States. 


But according to many Turks, it was 
the United States itself which ac­ 
celerated the process by imposing an 
arms embargo against Turkey last 
February because of its invasion of 
Cyprus. 
“An enemy of the United States 
could not have done nearly as well to 
ruin the relationship,” a diplomat- 
tumed-politician recently said.

Fish Prices, Costs Both Rise 


GLOUCESTER, Mass. (A P) - U st 
year’s commercial fishing catch in 
Massachusetts, the most important 
East Coast fishing state, was up in 
value by almost a third, but the 
number of fish caught was up only 
slightly.

CORNING, Iowa (A P ) - The 
National Farmers Organization says 
members will sell 350,000 bushels of 
soybeans in the Netherlands “ to force 
the big grain companies to meet our 
quality."

He said a producer “ commits the 
beans (to the NFO) and we get the best 
price we can,’’ with farmers initially 
paid 80 per cent of the approximate 
market value of the soybeans. The 
remainder comes when the shipment 
has been graded and weighed at its 
destination. 
He said the NFO has joined in the 
export business with “ a medium-sized 
company,” the I.S. Joseph Co., of 
Minneapolis, Minn., which deals in 
commodity futures and feed supple­ 
ments.

years it enjoyed before foreign com­ 
petition vastly reduced the schools of 
fish off the New England coast. Its 
fishermen are among the most vocal 
proponents of a 200-mile fishing limit 
for the United States. 
Last week, the Senate passed a bill to 
implement a 200-mile limit in July, 
1977 — a year after the limit approved 
in a House version of the bill. President 
Ford has said through a spokesman he 
would sign a 200-mile limit bill with the 
1977 effective date. That would allow 
another year for the administration to 
seek an international agreement on 
200-mile limit from the United Nations 
Law of the Sea Conference, which re­ 
convenes in the spring. 
On the West Coast, salmon fisher­ 
men who face competition from 
Japanese and other foreign ships in the 
northern Pacific and Bering Sea also 
favor a 200-mile limit, but tuna fish­ 
ermen who journey south to fish off 
South American nations have been 
opposed. The concept of 200-mile limits 
originated in South America in the 
early 1950s, and California’s tuna 
fishermen have bitterly opposed them. 
The same is true of some fishermen in 
Florida and the Gulf Coast. 
“ Along with most other food items, 
fish products are going up,” said 
Frank Riley, regional statistics chief 
in Gloucester for the fisheries service. 
“ Accordingly, fishermen over-all are 
being paid more. But don’t think 
they’re making more money, because 
the cost of fuel and ice and everything 
else is also going up. 
“ I don’t have the specific figures, 
but 1 dare say those things are going up 
faster than the fish values." 
In 1974, fishermen in aU Mas­ 
sachusetts ports brought in 269 million 
tons of fish. In 1948, the total was 650 
million tons. 
In 1975, the greatest increase in fish 
values in Massachusetts was at New 
Bedford. In both 1974 and 1975, the 
city’s fishermen brought in 68 million 
pounds. But in 1975, that fish was worth 
$31 million, compared with $22 million 
the year before. 
New Bedford has about 800 fisher­ 
men. Many last year made $25,000 and 
some considerably more. The work is 
difficult. It usually means several days 
at a time away from home, back­ 
breaking labor, long hours and less 
than pleasant living conditions.

The year 
before, they landed fish worth |39 
million 
The difference was primarily in 
price, not in the number of fish caught 
Fishermen in the three ports landed 
220 million pounds in 1975, compared 
with 217 million in 1974. 
The figures also meant consumers 
paid more for fresh fish in 1975.

In 1975, the greatest increase in fish 
values in Massachusetts was at New 
Bedford In both 1974 ami 1975, the

New Bedford has about 800 fisher

An appropriation of 83.5 million for 
the new College of Osteopathic 
Medicine at Ohio University was 
approved today by the Ohio House of 
Representatives.

The real motivation behind the 
Governor's scheme is a desire to 
impose his will upon a malleable 
Republican led legislature in 1977. 
Governor Rhodes has been at odds 
with the Democratic Ulth General 
Assembly since his inauguration a 
year ago. He has implied that tile 
legislature ta lethargic and tacks 
initiative. 
The record of the 111th General 
Assembly refutes this. To date, 
significant legislation has been passed 
in the areas of puUic education 
financing, probate reform, energy, 
drug abuse, consumerism, criminal 
taw, etc. Assuming that the lllth 
General Assembly can maintain its 
pace of the part year. It will be one of 
the most active and constructive ever. 


2nd Priest 
In Church 
Hassle 
CLEVELAND 
( A P ) - A no t he r 
Episcopal priest, the Rev. Dalton 
Downs of Cleveland, faces possible 
church trial for letting irregularly 
ordained women priests celebrate 
communion in his church. 
Church charges against the Rev. Mr. 
Downs were disclosed Sunday as 
delegates to the annual convention of 
the Ohio Diocese of the Episcopal 
Church wrestled once again with the 
issue of women in the priesthood. 
The delegates approved a resolution 
affirming their support for permitting 
women priests and also voted to recon­ 
vene tater this year if the church’s 
general convention fails to approve the 
issue at its September session. 
A resolution was introduced at the 
convention to remove the Rev. Mr. 
Downs from the standing committee- 
the body which brought the charges— 
and as a delegate to the convention of 
the Episcopal Church in September 
because of the accusation against him. 
However, the convention did not act 
on the motion 
The Rev. L. Peter Beebe of Oberlin 
was tried and convicted on simitar 
charges in a church court last year. 
The Rev. Mr. Downs told Ohio 
Bishop John Burt previously that he 
would not again invite women priests 
to his church until after the General 
Convention. If he should decide to 
plead guilty to the charges and agree 
not to violate church taw again, church 
sources said, he probably would get off 
with an admonition from the bishop. 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — Ohio’s 
1976 county fairs, as well as the Ohio 
State Fair, will be armed to move 
against unscrupulous sportsmen who 
apparently have gone so far as to drug 
their entries in horse pulling contests. 
Already approved by the Senate and 
House is a bill that prohibits the use of 
any drug other than those allowed by 
the Ohio Racing Commission on horses 
or other animals entered in com­ 
petition at fairs. 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes is expected to 
sign 
the 
im m ediately 
effective 
emergency bill into law, which means 
will not have to wait the otherwise re­ 
quired 90 days, 
Specifically, the bill by Rep Charles 
F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, prohibits 
administering a prohibited drug to an 
animal within 48 hours of the time it is 
scheduled to compete at the state fair 
or any county fair. 
The penalty for violation is six 
months in jail or a fine of up to $1,000, A 
convicted organization could be fined 
15,000. 


Kurfess and Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 
Galion, who sponsored the measure in 
the upper chamber, both said the bill is 
needed to head off an increasing 
amount of animal drugging, mostly 
among horses 
Slagle told the Senate that drugs can 
‘ speed up or slow down a horse by a 
few seconds when they are racing,” 
but that drugs also have been used in 
such events as horse pulling contests. 
He added that ‘‘it’s not good for the 
animals, and it’s not good for the in­ 
dustry.” 
Among drugs that may be used, 
already listed for its purposes by the 
racing commission, 
are vitamins, 
minerals, sugars, sex hormones, and 
antibiotics, among others with more 
technical and scientific names. 
The bill doesn’t cover parimutuel 
horse racing which is conducted at 50 
of Ohio’s 88 county fairs, but Slagle 
pointed out that those events already 
are regulated by the Racing Com­ 
mission along with those at Ohio’s 
privately owned parimutuel tracks.

The second 
quarter forecast is for another jump to 
24.5 million tons, the magazine says. 
For the week ended Jan. 31 raw steel 
production was 2,320,000 net tons. And 
for the week ending Feb. 7, the 
magazine estimates production will be 
2,350,000 net tons. 
The publication adds that 9,820,000 
tons of steel were produced this year 
up to Jan. 31. This was 14.4 per cent 
behind the corresponding period in 
1975, the publication says.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio’s 
1976 county fairs, as well as the Ohio 
State Fair, will be armed to move 
against unscrupulous sportsmen who 
apparently have gone so far as to drug 
their entries in horse pulling contests. 
Already approved by the Senate and 
House is a bill that prohibits the use of 
any drug other than those allowed by 
the Ohio Racing Commission on horses 
or other animals entered in com­ 
petition at fairs. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes is expected to 
sign the 
imm ediately 
effective 
emergency bill into law, which means 
w ill not have to wait the otherwise re­ 
quired 90 days. 
Specifically, the bill by Rep. Charles 
F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, prohibits 
administering a prohibited drug to an 
animal within 48 hours of the time it is 
scheduled to compete at the state fair 
or any county fair. 
The penalty for violation is six 
months in jail or a fine of up to $1,000. A 
convicted organization could be fined 
$5,000, 


Kurfess and Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 
Galion, who sponsored the measure in 
the upper chamber, both said the bill is 
needed to head off an increasing 
amount of animal drugging, mostly 
among horses. 
Slagle told the Senate that drugs can 
“ speed up or slow down a horse by a 
few seconds when they are racing,” 
but that drugs also have been used in 
such events as horse pulling contests. 
He added that "it’s not good for the 
animals, and it’s not good for the in­ 
dustry" 
Among drugs that may be used, 
already listed for its purposes by the 
racing commission, are vitamins, 
minerals, sugars, sex hormones, and 
antibiotics, among others with more 
technical and scientific names. 
The bill doesn’t cover parimutuel 
horse racing which is conducted at 50 
of Ohio's 88 county fairs, but Slagle 
pointed out that those events already 
are regulated by the Racing Com­ 
mission along with those at Ohio’s 
privately owned parimutuel tracks.

Soviet Athlete Loses M edal 


INNSBRUCK (A P) - The In­ 
ternational Olympic Committee took 
away the bronze medal of Soviet cross 
country-skier Galina Kulakova today 
on grounds of doping, 
Mrs. Kulakova finished third in the 
women’ five-kilometer cross-country 
race Saturday, just ahead of Russian 
teammate Nina Baldieheva, who now 
receives the bronze medal. 
The IOC, following a report from its 
Medical Commission, said: 
“ Mrs. 
Kulakova took a medicament which 
contained one of the banned drugs.” It 
was the first case of doping since these 
12th Winter Olympic Games started 
last Wednesday. 
A statement from the IOC said no 
further action would be taken against 
Mrs. Kulakova and she will not be 
prevented from taking part in further 
competition here. 
“ All competitors are warned that 
they should not take any medicament 
without the advice of the team doc­ 
tors,” the statement said. 
Meanwhile, tiny East Germany 
added another gold medal to its run- 
nerup total when Ulrich Wehling won 
the Nordic combined event today. 
Urban Hettich of West Germany won 
the silver medal and Konrad Winkler 
of East Germany earned the third- 
place bronze. 
Originally, Winkler was awarded the 
bronze medal, then Finland’s Rauno 
Mittenen was given third place before 
the officials reversed themselves and 
gave Winkler the bronze medal once 
again. 
The Nordic combines 70-meter ski 
jumping with a 15-kilometer (9.3 
miles) ski race. Wehling won Sunday’s 
jumping and maintained the lead even 
though Hettich won the cross country 
race today in 48 minutes 1.55 seconds. 
Cindy Nelson, seeking to follow 
Sheila Young’s triple-medal path, 
grabbed the bronze ring Sunday for yet 
another United States medal as the 
upstart Americans continued baffling 
the experts and building momentum 
toward possibly their best medal total 
since the 1932 Winter Olympics. 
Miss Nelson, a daredevil skier from 
Lutsen, Minn., finished a surprising 
third in the dangerous downhill ski 
race Sunday and immediately staked a 
claim on more medals. 


“ I ’m happy with the bronze medal, 
but I hope to get a silver or a gold 
before I leave Innsbruck,” said Miss 
Nelson, 20, who shook off some 
horrible practice runs to finish behind 


R osj Mittermaier, the popular g o ld 
medalist from West Germany, and 
Austria’s Brigitte Totschnig, 
Medals in both the slalom on Wed­ 
nesday and the giant slalom Friday 
would make Miss Nelson the second 
American to ever win three medals in 
one Winter Olympics. Miss Young, the 
sensational speed skater from Detroit, 
won her third medal Saturday, taking 
a bronze in the 1,000 meters. 
Miss Nelson’s bronze gave the un­ 
derdog Americans six medals, six less 
than their previous best total, 
established in 1932 in I^ake Placid, 
N.Y. when the United States won six 
gold medals. The United States fin­ 
ished with 11 medals — four gold — in 
1952 and 10 — three gold — in 1960. 
Americans have good medal chances 
in at least a half dozen other events in 
these 12th Winter Games. 
After Sunday’s events, the Soviet 
Union led the medal race with seven 
gold medals and 14 overall 
The Russians picked up two gold 
medals Sunday as double gold medal 
winner Tatiana Averina won the 3,000 
meters speed skating race and Nikolai 
Bajukov won the 15-kilometer (9.3 
miles) cross-country event. 
East Germany was second with four 
gold and 10 total medals, followed by 
the United States with one gold, three 
silver and two bronze. 
One of America's best medal 
chances comes today in the third and 
final phase of the pairs ice dancing 
competition. Colleen O’Connor and 
Jim Millns, both of Colorado Springs, 
Colo., are in third place going into the 
freestyle portion erf this new Olympic 
event.

Mrs. Kulakova finished third in the 
women five-kilometer cross-country 
race Saturday, just ahead of Russian 
teammate Nina Baldicheva, who now 
receives the bronze medal. 
The IOC, following a report from its 
Medical Commission, said: 
“Mrs. 
Kulakova took a medicament which 
contained one of the banned drugs.” It 
was the first case of doping since these 
12th Winter Olympic Games started 
last Wednesday. 
A statement from the IOC said no 
further action would be taken against 
Mrs. Kulakova and she will not be 
prevented from taking part in further 
competition here. 
“All competitors are warned that 
they should not take any medicament 
without the advice of the team doc­ 
tors,” the statement said. 
Meanwhile, tiny East Germany 
added another gold medal to its run­ 
nerup total when Ulrich Welding won 
the Nordic combined event today. 
Urban Hettich of West Germany won 
the silver medal and Konrad Winkler 
of East Germany earned the third- 
place bronze. 
Originally, Winkler was awarded the 
bronze medal, then Finland’s Rauno 
Mittenen was given third place before 
the officials reversed themselves and 
gave Winkler the bronze medal once 
again. 
The Nordic combines 70-meter ski 
jumping with a 
15-kilometer (9.3 
miles) ski race. Welding won Sunday's 
jumping and maintained the lead even 
though Hettich won the cross country 
race today in 48 minutes 1.55 seconds. 
Cindy Nelson, seeking to follow 
Sheila 
Young’s triple-medal 
path, 
grabbed the bronze ring Sunday for yet 
another United States medal as the 
upstart Americans continued baffling 
the experts and building momentum 
toward possibly their best medal total 
since the 1932 Winter Olympics. 
Miss Nelson, a daredevil skier from 
Lu Use n. Minn., finished a surprising 
third in the dangerous downhill ski 
race Sunday and immediately staked a 
claim on more medals. 


“I’m happy with the bronze medal, 
but I hope to get a silver or a gold 
before I leave Innsbruck,” said Miss 
Nelson, 20, who shook 
off 
some 
horrible practice runs to finish behind 
Rosi Mittermaier, the popular gold 
medalist from West Germany, and 
Austria’s Brigitte Totschnig. 
Medals in both the slalom on Wed­ 
nesday and the giant slalom Friday 
would make Miss Nelson the second 
American to ever win three medals in 
one Winter Olympics. Miss Young, the 
sensational speed skater from Detroit, 
won her third medal Saturday, taking 
a bronze in the 1,000 meters. 
Miss Nelson's bronze gave the un­ 
derdog Americans six medals, six less 
than their previous 
best total, 
established in 1932 in I^ike Placid, 
N.Y. when the United States won six 
gold medals. The United States fin­ 
ished with ll medals — four gold — in 
1952 and IO — three gold - in 1960. 
Americans have good medal chances 
in at least a half dozen other events in 
these 12th Winter Games. 
After Sunday’s events, the Soviet 
Union led the medal race with seven 
gold medals and 14 overall 
The Russians picked up two gold 
medals Sunday as double gold medal 
winner Tatiana Averina won the 3,000 
meters speed skating race and Nikolai 
Bajukov won the 15-kilometer (9.3 
miles) cross-country event. 
East Germany was second with four 
gold and IO total medals, followed by 
the United States with one gold, three 
silver and two bronze. 
One of America's best medal 
chances comes today in the third and 
final phase of the pairs ice dancing 
competition 
Colleen O'Connor and 
Jim Millns, both of Colorado Springs. 
Colo., are in third place going into the 
freestyle portion of this new Olympic 
event. 
The Americans are strongest in the 
freestyle phase, so seemed assured of 
a bronze with a good shot at the silver.

Prince Bernhard was the Dutch of­ 
ficial accused of receiving $1.1 million 
to promote the sale of Ix>ckheed air­ 
craft. 
“ This would be not only a calamity 
for the royal family but a calamity for 
the whole nation,” said a retired 
politician.

effect of the scandal on the future of 
the centuries-old House of Orange. 
The Dutch reacted with shock and 
often with disbelief to the rising storm 
around Queen Juliana’s popular, 64- 
year-old husband. Many obviously 
wanted to believe the prince’s asser­ 
tion, reported by Den Uyl, that “ he has 
never received any money and would 
appreciate a full investigation.” 
The Socialist premier said that 
although his government was not 
implying that Bernhard was “ guilty of 
reprehensible acts,” it had concluded 
that the prince was the high-ranking 
Dutch official mentioned in testimony 
Friday before a U.S. Senate sub­ 
committee 
I/Ockheed’s president, A. C. Kot- 
chian, told the subcommittee the 
company paid the Dutch official $1 


million in the early 1960s to promote 
the sales of F104 Starfighters and P2B 
antisubmarine planes, and paid him 
another $100,000 a few years ago. 
Kotchian did not name the Dutchman. 
Den Uyl said his government would 
probably set up an independent 
commission to make a speedy in­ 
vestigation of the charge. 
Most political parties withheld 
comment. The Calvinist Christian 
Historical Union, which has seven of 
the 150 seats in the lower house of par­ 
liament, called for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to ban purchases 
from I^ockheed. The Pacifist Socialist 
Party, which has no seats, said that if 
wrongdoing is proven, the prince 
should resign immediately as in­ 
spector-general of the armed forces, 
an advisory post he has held since 1970. 
J. Van Elsen, a conservative 
member of parliament’s defense 
committee, told reporters, “ On the 
decision to buy Starfighters, I know 
that Prince Bernhard never advised 
the government.” 
A native of Germany, Bernhard was 
married to Queen Wilhelmina’s only 
daughter in 1937 and during World War 
II was commander-in-chief of the 
Dutch armed forces. 
Since the war, he has been an 
unofficial 
ambassador 
for

Netherlands abroad and has become 
known around the world for his 
presidency of the 
World Wildlife 
Foundation. But he also has an active 
business life helping to manage the 
Dutch royal family’s huge fortune.

Prosecuting Attorney Richard L. 
Gerhardt has released the first part of 
a two-part Annual Report for 1975, 
The report released today was on the 
civil division of his office. The second 
part dealing with the criminal division 
of the Prosecutor’s office is expected 
to be released next week. 
The civil division of the Prosecutor’s 
office represents all county elected 
officials, all county agencies, boards 
and commissions, all elected township 
officials, all township zoning in­ 
spectors, and board of appeals as well 
as various state agencies. 
During 1975, the report showed 73 
meetings or consultations with the 
Board of County Commissioners 
consisting of Dick T. Tootle, L. Robert 
Liston, and Donald Strous, covering a 
variety of subjects ranging from 
county ditches to sewer districts, to 
various interpretations of laws. 
Two 
suits 
were 
filed 
by 
the 
Prosecutor’s office in behalf of the 
County Commissioners on planning 
and subdivision rules, and two suits 
against the Commissioners for per­ 
sonal injuries were defended in ad­ 
dition to the filing of about 20 small 
claim suits for delinquent sewer bills. 
Over 50 meetings and consultations 
were held with various township of­ 
ficials on 
zoning 
matters 
and 
preparation of levy resolutions and 
other related township matters. A suit 
was also filed in behalf of one township 
to enforce its local zoning resolution. 
There was an increase in the number 
of fence Une disputes in which con­ 
sultation and advice was sought, 
Gerhardt noted, adding that he is 
presently defending the trustees of two 
different townships in two suits filed 
against them by unsatisfied property 
owners. 
The three county school boards met 
with or consulted with Gerhardt’s 
office in excess of 40 times. The in­ 
terpretation of school laws and the 
preparation of levy resolutions and 
related matters were the subjects 
most often covered. 
A suit for personal injuries against 
one board was also defended by the 
Prosecutor’s office. 
The Health Department met with or 
consulted with the Prosecutor on over 
30 occasions. While warning letters 
proved satisfactory in most cases, it 
was necessary to file two suits for 


injunctive release to force property 
owners to abate what was considered 
serious health hazard problems. 
Twenty-five suits were handled 
under 
the 
Uniform 
Reciprocal 
Enforcement of Support Act. These 
are suits where a 
Prosecuting 
Attorney handles suits to enforce 
payment of support for minor children 
when a non-supporting parent moves 
out of state or refuses to make support 
payments for his children. 
Working with Treasurer Robert W. 
Wood, Prosecutor Gerhardt filed nine 
delinquent real estate tax suits in­ 
volving over $10,000. Over $1,500 of this 
amount has already been recovered, 
and it is anticipated that, either 
through collection or by the sale of 
delinquent properties, substantially 
more can be realized. 
This past year Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff, County Auditor Margaret 
Remy, and the Prosecutor have been 
working closely to get Pickaway 
County in compliance so that the laws 
restricting junk yards may be properly 
enforced. 
It is necessary before enforcement 
or suit can be filed to strictly follow 
certain procedures and for a series of 
inspections and reports to be made. 
This was completed, and with letters 
mailed warning of imminent suit if 
compliance was not forthcoming by 
the junk yard operator, a test case was 
filed attempting to enjoin enforcement 
of the junk yard law.

hearings concerning appeals of the 
BMV Directors revocation of driving 
privileges. 
These are cases where a suspected 
drunken driver refuses to submit to a 
test for alcohol concentration or where 
a person’s license is revoked under the 
12 point - 2 year; 24 point - 5 year law. 
In all but one of these hearings, the 
Directors’ decisions to revoke was 
successfully defended. 
The Prosecuting Attorney’s office 
also represented the State of Ohio in 


the quasi criminal, quasi civil juvenile 
court. 
The Prosecutor’s office generally 
oversees the prosecution of all 503 of 
the cases filed and made court ap­ 
pearances on over 90 per cent erf these 
cases. Most of these cases required at 
least two appearances, one for 
arraignment and one for an ad­ 
judicatory hearing and one for sen­ 
tencing, although sometime they are 
combined with the adjudicatory one. 


Of these 503 cases, approximately 
200 were contested cases in which the 
Prosecutor’s office had to present 
evidence in representing the State of 
Ohio.

Prosecuting Attorney Richard L. 
Gerhardt has released the first part of 
a two-part Annual Report for 1975. 
The report released today was on the 
civil division of his office. The second 
part dealing with the criminal division 
of the Prosecutor’s office is expected 
to be released next week. 
The civil division of the Prosecutor’s 
office represents all county elected 
officials, all county agencies, boards 
and commissions, all elected township 
officials, all township zoning in­ 
spectors, and board of appeals as well 
as various state agencies. 
During 1975, the report showed 73 
meetings or consultations with the 
Board of County Commissioners 
consisting of Dick T. Tootle, L. Robert 
Liston, and Donald Strous, covering a 
variety of subjects ranging from 
county ditches to sewer districts, to 
various interpretations of laws. 
Two suits 
were 
filed 
by 
the 
Prosecutor’s office in behalf of the 
County Commissioners on planning 
and subdivision rules, and two suits 
against the Commissioners for per­ 
sonal injuries were defended in ad­ 
dition to the filing of about 20 small 
claim suits for delinquent sewer bills. 
Over 50 meetings and consultations 
were held with various township of­ 
ficials on zoning 
matters and 
preparation of levy resolutions and 
other related township matters A suit 
was also filed in behalf of one township 
to enforce its local zoning resolution. 
There was an increase in the number 
of fence line disputes in which con­ 
sultation and advice was sought, 
Gerhardt noted, adding that he is 
presently defending the trustees of two 
different townships in two suits filed 
against them by unsatisfied property 
owners. 
The three county school boards met 
with or consulted with Gerhardt’s 
office in excess of 40 times. The in­ 
terpretation of school laws and the 
preparation of levy resolutions and 
related matters were the subjects 
most often covered. 
A suit for personal Injuries against 
one board was also defended by the 
Prosecutor’s office. 
The Health Department met with or 
consulted with the Prosecutor on over 
30 occasions. While warning letters 
proved satisfactory In most cases, it 
was necessary to file two suits for 


injunctive release to force property 
owners to abate what was considered 
serious health hazard problems. 
Twenty-five suits were handled 
under 
the 
Uniform 
Reciprocal 
Enforcement of Support Act. These 
are suits where a Prosecuting 
Attorney handles suits to enforce 
payment of support for minor children 
when a non-supporting parent moves 
out of state or refuses to make support 
payments for his children. 
Working with Treasurer Robert W. 
Wood, Prosecutor Gerhardt filed nine 
delinquent real estate tax suits in­ 
volving over $10,000. Over $1,500 of this 
amount has already been recovered, 
and it is anticipated that, either 
through collection or by the sale of 
delinquent properties, substantially 
more can be realized. 
This past year Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff. County Auditor Margaret 
Remy, and the Prosecutor have been 
working closely to get Pickaway 
County in compliance so that the Laws 
restricting junk yards may be properly 
enforced. 
It is necessary before enforcement 
or suit can be filed to strictly follow 
certain procedures and for a series of 
inspections and reports to be made. 
This was completed, and with letters 
mailed warning of imminent suit if 
compliance was not forthcoming by 
the junk yard operator, a test case was 
filed attempting to enjoin enforcement 
of the junk yard law. 
The Prosecutor’s office was suc­ 
cessful in getting the attempt to stop 
enforcement dismissed. Although the 
decision denying the injunction has 
been appealed, suits against violating 
yard operators are now almost 
completed and will be filed shortly. 
The 
Prosecutor’s 
office 
has 
represented the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles of the State of Ohio in ten 
hearings concerning appeals of the 
BMV Directors revocation of driving 
privileges. 
These are cases where a suspected 
drunken driver refuses to submit to a 
test for alcohol concentration or where 
a person’s license is revoked under the 
12 point - 2 year; 24 point - 5 year law. 
In all but one of these hearings, the 
Directors* decisions to revoke was 
successfully defended. 
The Prosecuting Attorney’s office 
also represented the State of Ohio in 


the quasi criminal, quasi civil juvenile 
court. 
The Prosecutor’s office generally 
oversees the prosecution of all 503 of 
the cases filed and made court ap­ 
pearances on over 90 per cent of these 
cases. Most of these cases required at 
least two appearances, one for 
arraignment and one for an ad­ 
judicatory hearing and one for sen­ 
tencing, although sometime they are 
combined with the adjudicatory one. 


Of these 503 cases, approximately 
200 were contested cases in which the 
Prosecutor’s office had to present 
evidence in representing the State of 
Ohio. 


The less serious charges 
of 
unruliness comprised about one-half, 
or 250, of the cases while ap­ 
proximately 200 were cases involving 
the more serious delinquency charges. 


The remaining cases involved 
miscellaneous matters as probation 
violations 
and
